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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

1. Claims 1-11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
vague and indefinite in recitation of an "effective" immunization dosage. One skilled in 
the art would be unable to determine the metes and bounds of such limitations. For 
instance, what amount of vaccine constitutes as an effective immunization dosage? Is 
the applicant claiming complete protection or partial protection? If partial protection, how 
much partial protection? Without a clear definition as what constitutes as an effective 
immunization dosage one of skill in the art would be unable to replicate the claims. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

This application currently names joint inventors. In considering patentability of 

the claims under 35 U.S.C. 103(a), the examiner presumes that the subject matter of 

the various claims was commonly owned at the time any inventions covered therein 

were made absent any evidence to the contrary. Applicant is advised of the obligation 
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under 37 CFR 1 .56 to point out the inventor and invention dates of each claim that was 
not commonly owned at the time a later Invention was made in order for the examiner to 
consider the applicability of 35 U.S.C. 103(c) and potential 35 U.S.C. 102(e), (f) or (g) 
prior art under 35 U.S.C, 103(a). 

2. Claims 1-11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Anderson et al. further in view of Stimpel et al. 

The claims are drawn to a method of protecting poultry against Coccidiosis. 

Anderson et al. (US Patent 5,709,862) teach of a method of protecting poultry 
against Coccidiosis. Anderson et al. further teach of a method of protecting poultry 
against Coccidiosis comprising delivery of an anticoccidial vaccine. 

Anderson et al. does not teach of a method of protecting poultry against 
Coccidiosis comprising the delivery of an anticoccidial vaccine with the dietary 
supplement Echinacea. 

Stimpel et al. (Infect. Immun. 1984 Vol. 46(3) p 845-49) teach that Echinacea 
purpurea strongly activates the immune system of animals. Stimpel et al further teach 
that the compound may be of therapeutical interest. 

Given that 1 ) Anderson et al. has taught of a method of protecting poultry against 
Coccidiosis comprising delivery of an anticoccidial vaccine and that 2) Stimpel et al. has 
taught that Echinacea purpurea strongly activates the immune system of animals and 
that it may be of therapeutical interest it would have been prima facie obvious to one of 
ordinary skill in the art at the time of the invention to make an anticoccidial vaccine and 
incorporate a supplement like Echinacea into the diet of an animal to enhance the 
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immune response. One would have been motivated to make such a vaccine in view of 
the teachings of Anderson et al. that such a vaccine would have wide industry 
applicability because coccidiosis is the most economically important disease of 
chickens.
